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KASHMIR SHAKTA VIMARSHA

The word ‘Tri’ in Sanskrit means three and ‘Pura’ means the localities,realms,spheres, 
or Tripura means the Three Bhuvans. Puraa means the feminine aspect of the three fold Divine 
localities,which is Bhu—earth, Bhuvah—atmosphere, Svaha—Svarga or heaven. The Divine 
Mother Tripura is manifest in everything,which is threefold in nature. It is 
Manas/mind,Buddhi/intelligence,Ahankara/higher ego,some times referred to as 
Chetana—consciousness. It is Ida, Pingala and Sushumna. According to the Tripura siddhanta, 
Parashakti is Tripurasundari—the most beautiful Mother of the three worlds. It is the Tripura,who 
created the Shabda/sound and the Moola tattvas—primal thatness related to the spirit of the 
Absolute,wherein Parama Shiva is with Prakasha and Shakti is Vimarsha-ruupini. Para 
Shakti.when it does vibrate in Naada .then in that sphuran/movement, Shiva is manifested as 
Prakasha and evolves/emerges as the primal dot which is Bindu. 

Thus the Naada and Bindu integrates from the same source of Tripura Sundari. Because 
of being the feminine nature and characteristics, Naada intermingles with Bindu and the resultant 
force manifests as Ardhanarishwara.This gives rise to the Kama tattva which is the desire of 
reproduction and other desires. Within this Kama tattva is Pum Tattva—masculine and Tattva/ 
thatness is ‘Shveta- white’,and Nari tattva—feminine thatness is ‘Rakta- red’,the Brahmi Shakti 
gives rise to the whole creation which we so see through perception. 

The "that ness” of ‘Kalatattva’ evolves out of ‘Pum Tattva and Nari-tattva’ This Kala 
bifurcates in the Varna— syllable, Pada sentence and Artha meaning,which in essence is the 
prakasha and its understanding is Vimarsha. 


Kama kala is the outcome of the Para - Prakriti Trijaganmurti-of Brahmi-Vaishnavi- 
Raudri, beyond forms and with form as well. This is the beauty of the Tripura sundari. It is to say 
that Adya Shakti is Naada bindu on the upper side of the AUM/Om. Verily,that is the 
Ardha narishwara. 


The Devi Bhagawat says: 

“ Sachidananda Vibhavat Sankalpat Parameshvat 
Asit Shaktir tato NadonadaBindus Samudbhavah” 


Which portion of the ardhanarishvara is masculine and which one is feminine is a query 
by the aspirants,which has been resolved in the following Shloka of the Devi Bhagwat: 

“Svachhaya Svaichhayartham Dvidha-Ruupau Babhuvah 
Striroopa Vama Bhagansho Dakshinamsha Puman Smritah” 
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Through the free-will the Absolute Shiva took the two forms in One .The left portion 
became ‘stri’—the Mother form of the Divine and the right became the Father form of the 
Divine.The Shaktas ascribe its formation to the “Kameshvara and Kameshvari”. 

Also it is said in the Agamas — ’’Samvit Kameshvarah Smritah” 

SAUNDARYA LAHIRI AND THE CHAKRESHWARA 
Samvit is to be taken as the Kameshvara. 

The Saundarya Lahiri is the poetic expression of the Shri Chakra. It touches every level 
of existence and evolution in the inner recesses of one’s heart, who understands the beauty of 
Divine. Always that nameless is given the name of Matrimayi Devi, Amba, Ambhika, etc. to the 
Divine Mother, the very source of all the Devatas. The Saundarya Lahiri is the magnum-opus 
about the Shakti— tradition of Indian spiritual philosophy authored by Adi-Shankara, the great 
Commentator of the Brahma Sutra. Saundarya Lahiri is the synthesis of Kashmir Agamas and 
the Southern thought of the Divine mother, revered as Shri Lalita. A realization about the 
‘Motherhood of God’ is vivid in the Saundarya Lahiri. Absolute is not abstract alone, it is both 
static and dynamic. It is ‘Poorna’- the complete and whole. The word ‘Saundarya’ means 
aesthetic and Lahiri means wavelet. Therefore, the word Saundarya Lahiri means- wavelets of 
the Divine Beauty.

The Divine mother with thousands of epithets,is complete and whole.The Poorna’ is the 
attribute of the Mother-creatrix which resembles the full moon in the manifest cosmos, as adored 
in the Lalita Sahsranama. She is Poor NaandPoorNeshvah. The 'Poorna is be adored, seen and 
understood in its full bloom. That is why the ‘Poorna-Prakrti is adored in the Shakta 
Sahsranamasof Kashmiras well. 

Through POORNA-AHUTI, at the conclusion of the Homas/Yajnas, the mighty self of the 
cosmic act and adoration is considered to be done, for that event. It falls silent, but not asleep. It is 
wakeful and receptive to the vibrations of the higher and wider consciousness. 
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Poorna Ahuti is the essence of the Shakti Sahsranamas. That is why, ATHI -PHOL is 
shared by children, young and old, men , women, Brahmana and Yajmana all alike to show the 
oneness of the universal spirit within. Agni is the living consciousness in an Agnihotra.lt is the 
living moment of mutual ascent of the man and descent of the Divine. 

ATHI PHOL is purely Kashmiri concept. A clear view is seen in the Bhawani, Shri 
Ragnya, Shri Jwala, Shri Tripura- sundari Sahsranamas of Kashmir. Tripura sundari is the 
central nerve of the Divine force of the manifestation in purest form of beauty in existence and in 
transcendence. 


Param Sundaryai Shri Raagnyai Namah and 
Shri Baala Tripura Sundaryai Namah 


are the sacred adorations to the Divine Mother, evolved by our great saints of Kashmir. 



Adi Shankara has developed this ‘Lahiri- Wavelet' in the aesthetic form to be adored by 
the devotees, after visiting Kashmir. Saundarya is apparent in manifestiation but hidden in the 
Yoga. Many translations and commentaries have been written and authored by the devotees till 
this date on this wonderful devotional text of Adi Shankara. It has great appeal in the minds of the 
Shakta devotees. Fine expressions of adorations are found in this sacred text. The Murti of Devis 
have been influenced by the Saundarya Lahiri, and the artwork related to spirituality is also seen 
to be influenced by the miniature and other paintings of Kashmir. Kashmir has been gifted with 
the Saints and Sages, Yogis and poets, philosophers and literary critics but the central theme of 
all such works is in the recognition of Self- known as the Pratybignya of the Kashmir Trika 
Philosophy. 
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Swami Ram Ji the Great Shaiva Acharya, would teach the Saundarya Lahiri and the 
Panchastavi in his Ashram at Fateh Kadal, Srinagar known as the Trika Ashram of Kashmir.The 
hidden centresof celestial force open like divine flames to reach to the heavenly spheres,while 
listening to the mystic experience of that great saint of Kashmir. Saundarya Lahiri teaches the 
beauty of Shri Chakra, through the Oneness of Shiva and Shakti. 

Shiva is transcendent, while Shakti is apparent in the form of physical existence. The 
higher realization sees the ‘Beauty Par-excellence’ in the benign face of the ‘Divine Mother’. 
Therefore, Markandeya Rishi visualized the Divine Mother, in the womanhood, and prayed: 

“ Vidya Samasta Tavadevi bhedah 
Striyaa Samasta Sakata Jagatsu 
Tvayi ekaya puritam abbayetad 
Kaa teStuti stavya paraparokti” 

— (Durga Sapteshati Chapter 11 Shloka 6) 


O Devi! All the branches of knowledge are your aspects, so are all women in the world. 
O Ambika—the universal Mother, by You alone this universe is enveloped by Thine grace! What 
praise thus can be for you in the nature of being of Para Vak —the transcendental speech and 

beyond the words of Stuti/ laudation. 

Shri Chakra is Shri YANTRA 

We are blessed that we have the SVAYAMBHU CHAKRESHWAR at the Hari Parbat. 

The Shloka reads as ; 

SHRI SHAARIKAY SHARANYE TVAAM

RIPU NAASHAYA SATVARAM.

drama to keep the rhythm of the universe vibrant. And it is th'^hythm that ^ 

Mandals and Chakras referred to as ‘zageshwar’ in Kashmiri religious terminology. It is the union 
of Yogi and Yoginis within the Chakreshwara. 
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(Zageshwara is the Apbramsha of Jagriteshwara —the living presence of the Divine) 

Seers attributed names and forms to these cosmic forces, and gave them specific traits 
as aspects of divinity through concepts. They visualized them through the concepts of Bindu or 
the dot, Trikona or the triangle, Vritta or the circle, Bhupura or the doorway, Padma —the lotus 
petals or the Kundalini symbols representing Shiva-Shakti. The different devtas and devis, male 
and female deities, were allotted their Vahanas or the vehicles in the form of animals and birds 
giving definite meanings to their symbology. 

Thus Surya, the sun god, has his celestial chariot drawn by seven horses, each horse 
symbolizing a definite ray. In the same manner Dwadasha adityas are symbolic of the twelve 
months of the year. ‘Aditya’ means the son of Aditi — the universal energy. She represents the 
prakriti aspect or the ‘nature mother’, while Akash is termed as the ‘father sky’. The Surya 
Mandala drawn and worshipped by Kashmiri Pandit ladies on Ashadha Shukla Saptami reminds 
of the hoary past when the Vedic deity was worshipped in the compounds and kitchens in 
Kashmiri homes and offerings of rice were placed on the Mandala or the circular drawing 
representing the cosmic world. 

The Sapta Rishis: Vashistha, Kashyapa, Atri, Jamadagni, Gautama, Vishwamitra and 
Bhardwaja too are symbolic, each representing the cosmic principle in one or other form. While 
Kashyapa, the progenitor, represents temporal existence, Bhardwaja and Jamadagni 
symbolises lustre and Kundalini symbolises the vital breath. 

Shri Chakra is the most sacred symbol in the Kashmiri Shakta tradition. The Mool trikona 
orthe central triangle of the diagram is the Yoni with lajjabija and Hrim is its symbol. The triangle is 
equilateral and its point of concurrence is Bindu — the absolute reality without any dimension. Its 
symbolic meaning is made explicit in the following shloka: 

Shri Chakra priya bindu tarpana para Shri Rajrajeshwari 
Shri Chakra happens to be the Priya bindu, eternally pleasing Shiva absorbing in its mystic 
diagram. Shri Rajrajeshwari, the supreme sovereign mother creatrix who is Tarpana para is 
transcendental in pleasing nature. Bindu represents the dot of our consciousness which gets 
materialized through Saguna-sadhana of Shri Sharika manifest in the Chakreshwara. The lines 
of this are the ‘wave beats’ of the divine and every triangle, lotus petal and circle is the abode 
oWarnamaia (the alphabet) or Matrikas. Matrikas are worshipped at the time of jatakarma, 
devaguna and Shakta rituals related to homas of Shri Jwala, Sharika, Rajnya, Bala, Bhadrakali 
and Tripura Sundari. 

Shri Chakra is a diagram signifying hope and aspiration. According to those who practice 
Shakti puja, Shri Chakra symbolises the “One by whom all devatas live.” Infinite rays of light 
emanating from the chakra are received by devotees who worship it with the Kadi mantra of 
fifteen syllables where the bindu represents the immortal face of Shri Sharika—the Mother of all 
bija mantras. 

A sound is heard. Timelessness is experienced. The spirit feels the pulsation of the 
Divine Mother’s presence. Each Matrika thinks of its own will,where the cyclic path makes the 
Mantra manifest in the Navarna/nine syllabled of Shri Chandi, and Panchadashakshari/f\tteer\ 
syllabled of Shri TripuraSundari or Shodashi of the Bala Tripura. 

Kashmiri Pandits used to worship the Shri Chakra on meru made of crystal in their 
Thakurdwaras or puja rooms which would be situated generally in the Madhya koshtha or the 
second storey of their homes in accordance with Vastukala/ architecture and Shakti Siddhanta or 
the principles of Shakti worship. Some used to worship it on a properly engraved copper plate 
and some on bhoj patra orthe birch-bark leaf. 

Worshipping Shri Chakra is an essential religious practice of the Kashmiri Pandits. This 
Maha Mantra used to be read by the devotees, while doing Parikrama of the CHAKRESHWARA.

Worldly conversation brings in impure thoughts in your mind. 

Ways of purifying mind 

Purity of mind and heart means freeing ourselves of clinging to the objects of the 
world. Strict self control is required to negotiate temptations like lust, anger, greed, 
attachment and jealously. Lust is negated by purity, anger with love and greed by 
contentment. Attachment leads to bondage which is to be countered by detachment. 
Detachment is love and care for all, as opposed to attachment where you are connected with 
specific people. In attachment, there is love but it is selfish love, where you direct your love to 
specific people. Detachment means enjoying the pleasures of life without being dependent 
on them as things of possession. 

Positive thoughts negate negative thinking. Instead of looking at the faults of others, 
you should catch the goodness of others. If you are a good human being, you will always 
notice the goodness of others without giving any attention to their weakness. In fact you will 
ignore the defects of others. Positive thoughts not only negate negative thoughts but they 
also make your mind pure. 

To root out selfishness, we have to bring about a change in our attitude towards life. 
We should move from an attitude of hoarding to an attitude of sharing. Giving is important to 
root out selfishness. One should involve oneself with charitable acts. We have to replace 
self interest by social interest. When a man establishes himself in benevolence, his selfish 
thoughts decline and he moves on to the path of enlightenment. He slowly but steadily 
acquires wisdom. A wise person is always selfless. 

Acquire moral virtues. Purity comes through practice of moral virtues and not just by 
knowing them. Use your acquired virtues in your daily life constantly. Perform all activities as 
service to God for benefiting human kind. Offer the fruit of your works, attachment to your 
work and sense of doer ship to God. Such works remove the impurities not only of mind but 
also cleanses the impurities of your Sanskar or Karmic load which you are carrying from 
birth to birth. 

Since our soul or Atma is divine, our natural state is Absolute Truth, Absolute 
Knowledge and Absolute Bliss. The Gita says that there is no purifier as great as knowledge 
and he who has attained purity of heart through prolonged practice of selfless work 
automatically sees the light of Truth in his own self. The pure mind is always truthful. It 
cannot be touched by sin. The other advantage of a pure mind is that it wins us God's grace 
by good conduct. If your feelings are pure, you are a beautiful person inwardly. As it is said a 
beautiful mind is better than 1000 beautiful faces.

Genius of a Master is ever bright - a fact understood by those devotees (Bhaktas) who have 
an insight into the true significance of devotion (Bhakti). 

We used to visit the Ashram of Bhagavaan Gopinath ji in Srinagar. I was in high 
school those days and could not understand and grasp the meaning of the sacred. I used to 
look like a confused person and later while bowing to Bhagavaan Gopinath ji, I realised that 
the mystic words remained beyond my understanding. Even though a person may be 
interested in spirituality but mere recitation of shjokas may not lead him towards securing 
light. There cannot be perception without a light. Master is the lamp, which flashes across 
minds seeking truth. 

We have got some words from the Diving Sage which are of importance because 
they lead us to the idea and the meaning therein. The words spoken by the Master are 
universal and related to cause and effect. Their power is great and the meaning many fold.

“Blessed are your Lotus feet Bhaghavaan ji. Blessed is your darshana with which we get 
free from the worldly bond of karma. Though you are invisible to us, we feel your 
presence at all places and at any time. It is only due to your blessings that we come to 
you before your Lotus feet and embrace these as a kind and benevolent mother. Your 
mahamantra is OM NAMO BAGHVAATE GOPINATHAYE and we feel the true 
devotee's experiences of supreme bliss as soon as he or she recites it”. 

These are really my feelings of this mahamantra, about the extraordinary saint 
of the flowery valley of Kashmir, who has kept me totally engaged in writing about him up 
to this date and always curious to know about any aspect of his personality, which has 
not come before the readers as yet. That is why I try my level best to contact his followers 
by person or through correspondence to know more about him. It is my misfortune that 
despite living in the vicinity of this legendry icon of the 20th century at Kharyar (Habba- 
Kadal), I never got to know about him. 

Secondly, if I would have been in able to walk, then I feel, I would have surely 
come under his lotus feet and gotten his blessings. But I feel at this time that his 
blessings are always with me and he always remain in my heart. I have a firm belief that 
he does or has done a lot for me. Faith has uprooted mountains but it has come into my 
notice that when he was fit in his physical frame, nobody knew him except few persons 
or devotees. I feel that he would not have been willingly going to masses just to highlight 
his honour and grace. Great men do not die and a time comes, when they are revered by 
everybody, knowing the good deeds done for the betterment of people. 

I am a realistic man and it is due to this approach that my writings have received 
great appreciation for the last forty years of my literary career. I do not give color of 
imagination to my write ups. Whatever I feel of my own or see all- around, good or bad, I 
give that the final shape in the form of suitable words. The pace of my pen and paper is 
on as before with the addition of writing on Bhaghvaanji, the Mahamanav of the 20th 
century, by getting viewpoints of his devotees who claim that they have seen him in his 
physical frame. 

When I get satisfied, then my inner conscience allows me to-write about him 
otherwise I do not want to built castles in the air, or fly in the sky of idealism. However, I 
have collected different details of this Great saint with which, I have come to the 
conclusion of some facts about Him, and have given me the impression that he is really 
a living icon of saints, who has given so much to our community in particular and the 
whole nation in general. There are some points and about these, I have my own thinking 
and I want to express these below in a detailed manner— 

1] Firstly, Bhagavanji was karamyogi in his life time. He has got name and fame 
after his death in the world. Just imagine, any saint who has changed ten places as 
lodging, when he was in mortal frame, has several Ashrams in India when he has said 
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good-bye to this world or the saint who was known only by some people in his life time, 
but became the heart-beat of millions of people after his death. But this point is not 
applicable to saints only. If we go through the history, we find so many personalities who 
got name and fame only after leaving this world, name has become heart-beat of 
everybody, not in our country only but in the whole world. 

2] Every devotee of Bhagavaanji says that he spoke less and was an introvert. 
He had his own language which some of his devotees had power to understand. The 
fact remains that persons of the highest order do not speak much. They are not vocal. 
They don't do miracles. Their attention always remains on God. They remain in Dhyana, 
the absolute truth of Sat, Chit and Ananda. Bhagavaanji was the saint of same order. 

Bhagavaan Ji was a true Kashmiri Brahmin and by his actions and simplicity he 
symbolically he told our community that we have a separate identity and it has nothing in 
common with the Brahmins living in plains, though we have got division on several 
occasions by the wrong policies of government from time to time. We are called Bhats 
and Pandits but actually, we are Brahmins of highest order-the Brahmins with an age- 
old history, distinct culture, language and the way of living. We are the aborigines of 
Nagas who were the early settlers of Kashmir. We follow our own Purana, the 
Encyclopedias of our rituals. We have to preserve our identity and to live as Brahmins 
and die as Brahmins. We have to follow our rituals and respect our Isht Devtas. This was 
the introvert message of Bhagavaanji to our community and this is being followed by his 
devotees. But it is unfortunate that present generation has not followed it well and it is 
the duty of every devotee of Bhagavaanji in particular and for others in general to ensure 
that we do not become a fairy tale.

I was sitting calmly but pensive to the left of my son who was driving his car in the 
wee hours of 21 st Sep 2013 and we had to reach Mumbai by 11 am to see our ailing relative. 
We hardly traveled some 50 miles from home when my tine grand daughter asked me to look 
a t the moon. I glanced at the sky where Moon was struggling to come clear the smoky sky. I 
was struck and I felt as if I was sailing with Her. The desperate Moon to my astonishment 
shed a tear of despondency. Believe me! I sensed some awkward happening ahead and 
crossed my fingers, prayed to Bhagvaan Ji's image placed on the deck of the car to make our 
journey safe and comfortable. 

A young driver on the wheel will race the vehicle - that's natural but to me he was 
driving faster than the rough road demanded and while negotiating a deep pit on the road, 
our car bumped into that pit bruising its left tire and wounding its rim badly. The car stopped 
with a thud shaking its inmates suddenly. I looked into the sky for the Moon which was buried 
under the cloud - a bad omen? It took us two hours to mend the tire at the mechanic shop 
because the spare tire in the car was not in running condition. We thanked the Lord and 
moved on. 

My sixth sense was restless and in turbulence, so I repeatedly asked my son to drive 
at a reasonable speed but the youth on the wheels sarcastically winked with a pseudo smile 
without bothering what his experienced father had advised. The Express Highway between 
Pune and Mumbai has six lanes broad, clean and smooth. Naturally such a road means a 
driving feast. This 6-lane expressway was carrying cars, buses, heavy lorries and 24-tyre 
load carriers and our car was speeding like a wind with a nasty roar. 

I was tense and uncomfortable because of the fact that my family was traveling in the 
car. I closed my eyes and recited a hymn of the Lord but what happened next was just a stunt 
scene of a Bollywood movie when while overtaking the heavy load carrier from the left side, 
another heavy lorry from the right side came too close to our car and at noticing our tiny car 
almost being sandwiched between two heavy load carriers, my son drove faster to clear the 
monster obstacle. 

He overtook the left lorry but the lorry from the right almost pushed our vehicle. To 
regain, my son maneuvered correctly to increase the speed to lunge ahead of the giant 
vehicles besides our car. Our car almost flew in the air but luckily cleared both the vehicles 
forgetting the rest of the lane traffic plying at great speed.
